The move also will give Oak- j 
brook Principal Frank Maisch j 
some needed office space, ac- j 
cording to Carson, though an of­ 
fice is

for

W’estview School where he is j 
also principal. 
MOVING TO Highland School I 
also will enable a library to be | 
established in a faculty room at J 
Oakbrook School, Carson said. 


However, the elimination of 
three classrooms at Highland 
will create a need for more 
classroom space. 
Carson 
said 
this 
situation 
poses several alternatives. 


Either 
portable 
classrooms 
will have to be obtained, or 
space will have to be rented. 
Another alternative is an in- 
; crease in class size. 


DIST. 7 rented space in the 
Addison Municipal Building be­ 
fore 
the 
junior 
high 
school 
building was opened in January. 
About 300 students were bused 
to Addison. 
Carson said he is not ready to 
recommend to the board of edu­ 
cation that a new school be con­ 
structed at the district’s only 
land site, seven acres west of 
Illinois 83 near Bryn Mawr Ave­ 
nue.

Kalish, Seward and a number 
of other Harper teachers be­ 
lieve that the administration’s 
decision not to rehire Kalish 
next year Is based on the fact 
as a Senate member, he has j 
been an articulate, outspoken 
opponent of administration pol- j 
icies. 
Lahti, acting in accordance i 
with Harper policies that mirror 
American Association of 
U ni-1 
v e r s i f y Professors’ (AAUP) 
guidelines, gave no reason in 
telling Kalish — a non-tenurej 
teacher — 
that 
his 
contract 
would 
not 
be 
renewed 
next 
year. 


Dr. Enbysk, who is associate 
professor of geology, was grant­ 
ed a one-hour interview by ad­ 
ministration spokesmen, who in­ 
timated incompetence and told 
her that she “just didn’t fit in,” 
she told Paddock Publications. 
HER PROFESSIONAL

petence was strongly defended 
by Harper teachers who called 
late Friday and Saturday to tell 
a Paddock reporter of the new 
non-reappointment action.

Sub urb an police and their 
critics met in a nob olds-b arred 
confrontation at Forest Hospital

They checked their guns, b ut 
not their tempers, at the door. 
In panel discussions and in 
talk-sessions, police lashed out 
at permissive sub urb an parents, 
demonstrators who show no re­ 
spect for the police uniform, | 
and the society that underpays 
them to inforce its values. 
, 
The discussion at Forest, a 
p r i va t e psychiatric hospital, 
was led b y Dr. J. Rob ertson Un­ 
win, assistant professor of psy­ 
chiatry at McGiU University in 
Canada. 
When asked how he reacted to ; 
ob scenities and ab use, William 
Kohnke of the Elk Grove Vü - 
lage Police Department, 
red­ 
dened and snapped “We must 
turn the other cheek, b ut not 
Joe Dissenter.’’ 
, 
Kohnke said police don’t take | 
ob scenity very well b ecause it 
undercuts their integrity and 
puts their office in jet^ardy. 
P o l i c e continuously com­ 
plained they were given no re­ 
spect b y dissenters and sub ur- 
b anparents. 
A memb er of the panel said 
police had fallen into a trap b y 
losing their “cool” in the recent 
Democratic Convention riots in 
Chicago. 
The dissenters were tr>ing to 
attract attention b y setting up a 
confrontation with the police, 
and the police fell for the ploy, 
he said. 
UNWIN SAID, after the dis­ 
cussion, that he pitied police 
who felt excluded from 
the 
society they were expected to 
defend. 
Kohnke received murmured 
approval from the approximate­ 
ly 125 police officers in the au­ 
dience when he insi.sted .sub ur­ 
b an children were not trained to 
rer pect the law. 
“The parents think they are a 
higher cla.s. They fight offi­ 
cers. They resent you.” he said. 
The people you serve in the# 
sub urb s think v-ou are a lower» 
level person, said Kohnke. 
WTien asked how this made 
him feel in ^n arrest .ituation, 
Kohnke said a policeman was 
constantly trying to prove he 
was a good pen^n. 


THE DISSATISFIED young 
are the sodal dissenters in the 
sub urb s, police ag reed during a 
talk session. 
A minority of sub urb an youth 
use drug s, and run off to “do 
their thing ” in the city b ecause 
they want release from pres­ 
sures in the sub urb an environ- 
nrent police said. 
The young have more educa­ 
tion today than in the days 
when they ob eyed their parents 
unquestioning ^, 
police 
said. 
They are b ecoming more aware 
0 f 
their 
society 
and 
con­ 
sequently are more reb ellious 
ag ainst the situation. 
IN SEVERAL discussion situ­ 
ations police equated dissent 
with communism. The young 
are susceptib le to Communist 
influence, they insisted. 
When Alan Jacob s of the For­ 
est Hospital staff, a participant 


in the Grant Park protests, ac­ 
cused the police of using “guilt 
b y association” and asked how 
they learned of the dissenter s 
Communist affiliation, a Mount 
Prospect officer said, “Films, 
the teaching we have b een giv­ 
en as officers, and the Chicago 
Trib une.” 
Sgt. Leroy Weith of ^ling ton 
Heights denied the jwlice ster­ 
eotyped people wearing b eards 
and b eads. 
“We come in contact with| 
these b earded types in criminal | 
acts,” he insisted. 
Acting when there is suspicion ! 
of crime is b asic to law enforce­ 
ment, Weith said. Police have 
reason to suspect social 
dis­ 
senters b ecause they engage in 
criminal acts. 
Kohnke ag reed. It is accept­ 
ab le in police work to question 
what a person is doing in an 
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area if he seems to have no 
b usiness there, he said. 
“If a man is a Negro and in 
an old car at 3 a.m. on a sub ur­ 
b an street, he has three strikes 
ag ainst him,” he said. 
“You must ask yourself the 
question ; 
‘What is he doing 
here?’ Your job is to ask him 
that question. Suspicion is 90 
per cent of our job .” 
Police asked Jacob s what the 
dissenters wanted. 
“WE ARE ASKING for the 
g reat American dream of a free 
society,” Jacob s repli^. 
This includes the rig ht to dis­ 
sent without harassment, he | 
added. It also means that until | 
men in power stop using their | 
authority to prevent criticism' 
the dissenters will continue to 


demonstrate in the streets. 
“If anyone tells me, as an 
American, that I cannot demon­ 
strate in streets during a con­ 
vention I will continue to go out 
in the streets,” said Jacob s. 
Jacob s said most dissenters 
b elieve Police Supt. James Con- 
lisk handled the April riots pro 
fessionally b ut Mayor Richard 
Daley, a politician, overruled 
his superintendent and caused 
the convention riots. 


“THE MAYORS and the poli­ 
ticians cause your prob lems,” 
he told the police. “Join with 
us.” 
Jacob s later defined profes­ 
sionalism 
as 
“putting 
away 
your own values and b eing ob ­ 
jective on your job .”

Elk Grove Village does not 
have a policy b y which Negroes 
driving through the community 
are stopped automatically b y 
police, Village Manager Charles 
Willis said yesterday afternoon. 
Willis, commenting on state­ 
ments made b y Elk Grove Pa­ 
trolman William Kohnke at a 
panel discussion on dissent, said 
there are circumstances which 
arouse suspicion sufficiently to 
merit stopping a vehicle. 
“A WHOLE series of factors 
ha\^ to b e estab lished,” Willis 
s a i d , “including movement, 
speed and location of a vehicle 
to create suspicion.” 
He added that police will stop 
a vehicle to determine if a driv­ 
er is lost or needs assistance, 
particularly at night, or if the 
officer suspects the driver or 
passeng ers of the vehicle an­ 
swers descriptions of wanted 
criminals. 
“But we do not have a policy 
of automatically stopping red 
cars, or b lue cars, or cars with 
Negroes, or Mexicans or what­ 
ever,” Willis said 


Kohnke, cited twice in the 
past three months for stopping 
vehicles and capturing wanted 
criminals, also had a b rief ex­ 
change with Glenn Powell, exec­ 
utive director of the Elk Grove 
V i l l a g e Community Services 
Board, relating to police demon­ 
strator relationships during a 
Martin Luther King march in 
Elk Grove Village. 


THE PATROL.M.AN, accord­ 
ing to Elk Grove Police Chief 
Harry Jenkins, is one of the 
b est on the force. 
At a village b oard meeting 
Tuesday, Kohnke was cited for 
the capture of two armed rob ­ 
b ery suspects, b ased on a de­ 
scription of the wanted men and 
the cars in which they w’ere es­ 
caping from a Des 
Plaines 
rob b ery. 
He had earlier stopped a car, 
termed “suspicious,” which led 
to the Octob er arrest of two 
men wanted for b urg lary in 
Elmhurst, for which he was 
also commended b y the Elk 
Grove police department.

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Tempers Drawn, Police See Critics 


BEARDS AND BEADS cause police suspicion 
because ‘’hippie types” who wear them often 
aer involved in criminal acts, policemen told 
psychiatrists and dissenters at a recent police 
seminar on dissent and social protest. Morris

Suburban

critics met in a no-holds-barred 
confrontation at Forest Hospital 
in 
Des 
Plaines 
Wednesday. 
They checked their guns, but 
not their tempers, at the door. 
In panel discussions and in 
talk-sessions, police lashed out 
at permissive suburban parents, 
demonstrators who show no re­ 
spect for the police uniform, 
and the society that underpays 
them to inforce its values. 
The discussion at Forest, a 
p r i v a t e psychiatric hospital, 
was led by Dr. J. Robertson Un­ 
win, assistant professor of psy­ 
chiatry at McGill University in 
Canada. 
When asked how he reacted to 
obscenities and abuse, William 
Kohnke of the Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage Police Department, 
red­ 
dened and snapped “We must 
turn tile other cheek, but not 
Joe Dissenter.” 
Kohnke said police don’t take 
obscenity very well because it 
undercuts their integrity 
and 
puts their office in jeopardy. 
P o l i c e continuously com­ 
plained they were given no re­ 
spect by dissenters and subur- 
banparents. 
A member of the panel said 
police had fallen into a trap by 
losing their “cool” in the recent 
Democratic Convention riots in 
Chicago. 
The dissenters were trying to 
attract attention by setting up a 
confrontation with the police, 
and the police fell for the ploy, I 
he said. 
UNWIN SAID, after the dis­ 
cussion. that he pitied police 
who 
felt 
excluded 
from 
the 
society they were expected to 
defend. 
Kohnke received 
murmured 
approval from the approximate­ 
ly 125 police officers in the au­ 
dience when he insisted subur­ 
ban children were not trained to 
respect the law. 
“The parents think they are a 
higher class. They fight offi- \ 
cers. They resent you,” he said. 
The people you serve in thf# 
suburbs think you are a lower* 
level person, said Kohnke. 
When asked how this made 
him feel in ^n arrest situation, j 
Kohnke said a policeman was 
constantly trying to prove he 
was a good person. 


THE 
DISSATISFIED 
young 
are the social dissenters in the 
suburbs, police agreed during a 
talk session. 
A minority of suburban youth 
use drugs, and run off to “do 
their thing” in the city because 
they want release from pres­ 
sures in the suburban environ­ 
ment police said. 
The young have more educa­ 
tion today than in the 
days 
when they obeyed their parents 
unquestioningly, 
police 
said. 
They are becoming more aware 
o f 
their 
society 
and 
con­ 
sequently are more rebellious 
against the situation. 
IN SEVERAL discussion situ­ 
ations police 
equated dissent 
I with communism. 
The 
young 
are susceptible to Communist 
, influence, they insisted. 
When Alan Jacobs of the For­ 
est Hospital staff, a participant 


in the Grant Park protests, ac­ 
cused the police of using “guilt 
by association” and asked how 
they learned of the dissenter’s 
Communist affiliation, a Mount 
Prospect officer said, “Films, 
the teaching we have been giv­ 
en as officers, and the Chicago 
Tribune.” 
Sgt. Leroy Weith of Arlington 
Heights denied the police ster­ 
eotyped people wearing beards 
and beads. 
“We come in contact 
with 
these bearded types in criminal 
acts,” he insisted. 
Acting when there is suspicion 
of crime is basic to law enforce- j 
ment, Weith said. Police have I 
reason to suspect social 
dis­ 
senters because they engage in 
criminal acts. 
Kohnke agreed. It is accept­ 
able in police work to question I 
what a person is doing in an 
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area if he seems to have no 
business there, he said. 
“If a man is a Negro and in 
an old car at 3 a.m. on a subur­ 
ban street, he has three strikes 
against him,” he said. 
“You must ask yourself the 
question; 
‘What is he doing 
here?’ Your job is to ask him 
that question. Suspicion is 90 
per cent of our job.” 
Police asked Jacobs what the 
dissenters wanted. 
‘‘WE ARE ASKING for the 
great American dream of a free 
society,” Jacobs replied. 
This includes the right to dis­ 
sent 
without 
harassment, 
he 
added. It also means that until 
men in power stop using their 
authority to prevent criticism 
the dissenters will continue to 
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demonstrate in the streets. 
“If anyone tells me, as an 
American, that I cannot demon­ 
strate in streets during a con­ 
vention I will continue to go out 
in the streets,” said Jacobs. 


Jacobs said most dissenters 
believe Police Supt. James Con- 
lisk handled the April riots pro­ 
fessionally but Mayor Richard 
Daley, a politician, overruled 
his superintendent and caused 
the convention riots. 


“ THE MAYORS and the poli­ 
ticians cause your problems,” 
he told the police. “Join with 
us.” 
Jacobs later defined profes­ 
sionalism 
as 
“putting 
away 
your own values and being ob­ 
jective on your job.” 
Village Has No Set Policy 
On Stopping Cars — 
Willis 


Elk Grove Village does not 
have a policy by which Negroes 
driving through the community 
are stopped automatically by 
police, Village Manager Charles 
Willis said yesterday afternoon. 
Willis, commenting on state­ 
ments made by Elk Grove Pa­ 
trolman William Kohnke at a 
panel discussion on dissent, said 
there are circumstances which 
arouse suspicion sufficiently to 
merit stopping a vehicle. 
“A WHOLE series of factors 
have to be established,” Willis 
s a i d , “including movement, 
speed and location of a vehicle 
to create suspicion.” 
He added that police will stop 
a vehicle to determine if a driv­ 
er is lost or needs assistance, 
particularly at night, or if the 
officer suspects the driver or 
passengers of the vehicle an­ 
swers descriptions of wanted 
criminals. 
“But we do not have a policy 
of automatically stopping red 
cars, or blue cars, or cars with 
Negroes, or Mexicans or what­ 
ever,” Willis said. 


Kohnke, cited twice in the 
past three months for stopping 


vehicles and capturing wanted 
criminals, also had a brief ex­ 
change with Glenn Powell, exec­ 
utive director of the Elk Grove 
V i l l a g e Community Services 
Board, relating to police demon­ 
strator relationships during a 
Martin Luther King march in 
Elk Grove Village. 


THE PATROLMAN, accord­ 
ing to Elk Grove Police Chief 
Harry Jenkins, is one of the 
best on the force. 
At a village board meeting 
Tuesday, Kohnke was cited for 
the capture of two armed rob­ 
bery suspects, based on a de­ 
scription of the wanted men and 
the cars in which they were es­ 
caping 
from

robbery. 
He had earlier stopped a car, 
termed “suspicious,” which led 
to the October arrest of two 
men wanted for

Many persons wait and 
make application only when they decide they want to go hunting 
or are refused the sale of ammunition or firearm s.” 
Cooperation of the gun and ammunition dealers may be 
the best thing going for Hawks and his men now. It’s not just 
an inconvenience; it’s a downright impossibility for a hunter 
to be told he can’t buy anything to shoot out of his gun. 
And there’s good evidence that the stores are cooperating, 
turning away anyone who can’t produce the card. The difficulty 
m ay ariste with smaller outlets like gas stations, hardware stores 
and taverns which traffic in ammunition and can’t be so carefully 
regulated. 
✓ 
If discouragement at the ammunition or gun counter doesn’t 
get the slackers to register, the threat of the penalty might: up to 
$1,000 fine and a year in jail. 
Any lawman in the state can make an arrest for violation, 
with one glaring exception. The law isn’t part of the Fish and 
Game Code, so the department of conservation has taken the 
position that its men can’t enforce it. That, to understate it, is 
unfortunate, since they have the most immediate contact with 
hunters. 
Like any “gun law,” this one is not popular, taking a rap 
from those zealots who detest any kind of firearm legislation, 
from those who don’t like any kind of “inconvenience,” from 
those who resent the $5 fee, from those who don’t think itll do 
any good. There’s already another move afoot to get it off the 
books, with a reported 20,000 names on a petition to force the 
action. 
Hawks’ division has taken the rap too, including from here, 
for not adequately preparing to administer the law, or spreading I 
word of it through the state. 
But the only point that matters now is that it is the law, and 
it IS in effect, and you better have your card. 
If you don’t, trot down to the sporting goods store or the 
police station, get your application, clip on a picture and $5, and 
mail the bundle to: Firearm Owners Identification Division, De­ 
partment of Public Safety, 1035 Outer Park Drive West, Spring-! 
field, 62704. 
Like it or not, Hawks’ admonition rings true: “It is, of 
course, a citizen’s responsibility to be aware of and abide by the 
laws of the State.”

The Po litica l Bea t 
Nix o n’s Cha lleng e

WASHINGTON - One o f the first 
chaUenges facing President-elect Rich­ 
ard Nbco n ~ and he kno ws it — is to win 
the co nfidence o f 20 millio n black Ameri­ 
cans who await his administratio n with 
misgiv ings. 
An o v erwhelming majo rity o f the na­ 
tio n’s Negro v o ters — mo re than 80 p>er 
cent in so me areas — v o ted against Nix ­ 
o n. Many were no t o nly disap p o inted bu t 
also frightened when he was elected. His 
camp aign sp eeches abo u t “law and o r­ 
der,” his cho ice o f Sp iro T. Agnew fo r a 
ru nning mate, and his relatio nship with 
Sen, Stro m Thu rmo nd, R-S.C., had co n­ 
v inced them that stro ngarm rep ressio n 
might be the Nix o n administratio n’s an­ 
swer to racial u nrest. 
Nix o n is aware o f the black co mmu ­ 
nity ’s distru st and is determined to 
o v erco me it. He has to ld Negro leaders 
so , and his p riv ate talks with them 
since the electio n o bv io u sly hav e made 
an imp ressio n. 


“I believ e he wants to be a go o d p res­ 


ident,” say s Whitney M. Yo u ng Jr., ex ­ 
ecu tiv e directo r o f the Natio nal Urban 
Leagu e. “I believ e that he is go ing to 
reco gnize the need to giv e Negro es so me 
reassu rance o f his intentio ns at an early 
date.” 
Yo u ng say s Nix o n can reassu re Ne­ 
gro es by the kind o f men he ap p o ints to 
key go v ernment p o sts and by the p ro ­ 
grams he p ro p o ses to Co ngress. 


On the o ther hand, he say s, if Nix o n 
“takes a co u rse o f indifference to o u r 
p ro blems o r o f cu tting back in imp le­ 
mentatio n o f civ il rights laws that hav e 
already been enacted,” ex tremists who 
p reach black sep aratism and v io lent rev ­ 
o lu tio n will be able to ex p and their p re­ 
sently v ery limited fo llo wing in the Ne­ 
gro co mmu nity . 


Ro y Wilkins, ex ecu tiv e directo r o f the 
Natio nal Asso ciatio n fo r the Adv ance­ 
ment o f Co lo red Peo p le (NAACP), is 
ho p efu l that Nix o n will mo v e q u ickly to 
imp lement the co ncep t o f “black cap ital­ 
ism” which he discu ssed du ring the 
camp aign. 


Nix o n indicated he wo u ld ask Co n­ 
gress to p ro v ide federal tax incentiv es to 
enco u rage dev elo p ment o f Negro -o wned 
and o p erated bu sinesses, ho u sing p ro j­ 
ects and o ther enterp rises in u rban 
ghetto s. 


If there is genu ine p ro gress o n this 
fro nt, Wilkins say s, there is a go o d 
chance that ghetto rio ting will su bside. 
Ev en amo ng the mo st militant blacks, 
he say s, there is a gro wing feeling that 
“the time has co me to co ncentrate o n 
dev elo p ing strength within the ghetto s 
— better scho o ls, better ho u sing, mo re 
Negro bu siness, mo re Negro p o litical 
p o wer.” 


The do wntu rn in racial v io lence has, 
in fact, already begu n. Urban rio ting 
claimed 83 liv es du ring the ho t weather 
mo nths o f Ju ly and Au gu st in 1967. In 
the same mo nths o f 1968, the to ll 
dro p p ed to 20.

Bu t I’ll ac­ 
cep t the co mmendatio n o f Glenn, that 
Ro ger, like Ken, is heading fo r a 
brilliant career in a field that is as y et 
u ndecided. 
•Rie fo u r bro thers are far bey o nd the 
neat, clean-cu t, All-American bo y s. They 
hav e the knack o f co mp assio n, and u n­ 
derstanding, and liv ing life to its fu llest. 
If a day were 48 ho u rs lo ng, Glenn 
wo u ld p ro bably be eagerly hv dng all o f 
it, sharing his time with his family and 
the p eo p le that su bu rbanites wo u ld like 
to sweep u nder the ru g. He cares abo u t 
tho se p eo p le, becau se they are p eo p le — 
slightly different, p erhap s, bu t p eo p le 
nev ertheless. 
Glenn co u ld easily find a neat, well- 
p ay ing, no n-co ntro v ersial jo b almo st 
any where, and be su ccessfu l. Bu t be­ 
cau se he lo v es p eo p le, he co u nts as his 
friends the p o o r, the ju v enile crimi­ 
nals, dru g addicts, draft do dgers, the 
co nfu sed, the afraid, the alo ne. 
He recently wro te a sterling defense 
o f y o u th to day , a brilliant su mmatio n 
that few in the field o f so cial wo rk co u ld 
state so simp ly and clearly . 
A friend o f all, he believ es in “do ing 
y o u r o wn thing,” ro u ghly translated as 
getting co mp letely inv o lv ed with so me­ 
thing abo u t which y o u care — be it a 
ho bby o r go v ernment — as a means o f 
ex p ressing o neself. 
The 
o nly q u ali­ 
ficatio n to what co u ld be easily mis­ 
interp reted is the p o int he makes o f 
p lay ing 
game o f life fairly and ho n­ 
estly . 
Glenn is a so mewhat o ffbeat, and 
so mewhat co ntro v ersial, raising lo ts o f 
ey eliro ws bu t gaining lo ts o f resp ect. 
Bu t, like so me who hav e fallen to the 
assassin’s bu llet, he wo rks hard, p lay s 
hard, and tru ly liv es life. 
He may nev er ap p ear o n the co v er o f 
a natio nal magazine, bu t in his o wn 
small way he and his three bro thers are 
do ing mu ch to imp ro v e the lo t o f hu man­ 
ity — and p ro ring, to o , that there are 
p eo p le in the wo rld who are still a credit 
to the hu man race.

One Dep ressio n Christmas my father 
traded his to o l kit fo r a do ll ho u se. 


It lo o ked like a ho u se in a p o sh su bu r­ 
ban area su ch as Sherwo o d in Arlingto n 
Heights. 
The do ll ho u .se was two -feet tall, with 
a stu cco ex terio r, green gabled ro o f, 
green shu tters, a hand-hewn fro nt do o r 
with real hinges, electric lights in each 
ro o m, mo lding alo ng the ceiling and the 
flo o rs, carp eting, and s staircase with a 
carv ed banister. 


It had been bu ilt by an u nemp lo y ed 
real estate bro ker who needed a co me-o n 
to sell ho u ses no o ne co u ld affo rd. 


My father missed his v alu able to o ls, 
bu t I rarely p lay ed with the do llho u se 
becau se I p referred reading bo o ks o r 
p lay ing war with the neighbo rho o d bo y s. 
Besides, I co u ld nev er get the cu rtains to 
hang straight and I tho u ght the do lls had 
insip id lo o ks o n their faces. 
Tho do llho u se sat in the basement 


u ntil my senio r y ear In high scho o l. 
That y ear I p ersu aded the v ario u s 
classes to deco rate the do llho u se fo r 
p resentatio n to a kindergarten in a Ne­ 
gro ghetto . 


A p rize was o ffered fo r the best deco ­ 
rated ro o m, and I believ e the u p stairs 
hall wo n. The so p ho mo res tu rned it into 
a miniatu re art gallery . 


Three day s befo re Christmas, we to o k 
the do llho u se and sev eral large bags o f 
to y s to the kindergarten. 


The children gap ed at the do llho u se 
which was p ro bably the mo st lu x u rio u s 
thing they had seen in their liv es. 


The teachers didn’t p ermit the kids to 
to u ch the tiny p resents u nder the three- 
inch Christmas tree, o r the miniatu re sil­ 
v er o n the dining ro o m table, so they 
tu rned their attentio n to the o ther to y s. 


In tho se day s befo re Malco lm X 
and “black is beau tifu l,” so me p er­ 
cep tiv e p erso n had inclu ded a bl^ck 
baby do ll amo ng the gifts. 


“Oh, she’s p retty !” the fiv e y ear o ld 
girls cho ru sed, ex tending their bro wn 
fingers to to u ch the bro wn do ll, the do z­ 
en white do lls fo rgo tten. 


The bo y s scrambled fo r the tru cks 
and the blo cks and the trains. 


One handso me black fello w div ed to 
the bo tto m o f the p ack and p u lled o u t a 
gu n. 


I had nev er seen a white child react 
to a gu n as did this little black bo y . He 
grasp ed the rev o lv er bu tt, p u lled back 
an imaginary safety catch, and faced 
the wo rld jo y fu lly . 


“He’s seen gu ns befo re,” my mo ther 
whisp ered. 


He sto o d alo ne in fro nt o f the do ll­ 
ho u se, cu ddling the gu n clo se to his 
face while the o ther children lau ghed 
and sho u ted o v er their new to y s. 
“I’m scared,” said mo ther. 
I was imagining a tenement flat, with 
o lder bro thers o r a father and his friends 
sitting at the kitchen table, admiring 


real gu ns while the fiv e-y ear-o ld watched 
in awe. 
Very carefu lly , he ex amined the 
dream do U ho u se, deco rated by enthu s­ 
iastic white stu dents fro m su bu rban 
Des Plaines. 
Finally , he gru nted and retired to a 
q u iet sp o t near a windo w to p ractice 
sho o ting cars as they dro v e by o n the 
bo u lev ard. 
“He do esn’t like the ho u se,” said 
mo ther. 
The do llho u se sto o d alo ne, beau tifu l 
and bey o nd their u nderstanding, while 
30 children p lay ed with to y s they co u ld 
to u ch and o ne little black bo y sat at 
the windo w with his to y gu n. 
Occasio nally he lo o ked with sco rn at 
the do llho u se. Once he p o inted his gu n at 
it. 
If he is still aliv e, he is abo u t 25. I 
wo nder which Christmas p resent he re­ 
members — the do ll ho u se, o r the gu n, 
o r the fru stratio n. 


Refo rm in Ca mp a ig n Fina nce System Is Urg ently Need ed

One o f the co mp lex , u nreso lv ed p ro b­ 
lems faced by o u r so ciety is that o f fi­ 
nancing camp aigns, and p resent p ro ce­ 
du res warp the intent o f o u r free sy stem. 
Fo r instead o f p ermitting p u blic o fficials 
to serv e the general welfare, to o o ften 
the realities o bligate him to relu ctantly 
serv e p o werfu l sp ecial interests instead. 


President Theo do re Ro o sev elt, Sena­ 
to r Richard Neu berger o f Orego n, and 
Senato r Pau l Do u glas o f Illino is all su g­ 
gested at o ne time o r ano ther that we 
mu st re-ex amine the way we finance p o ­ 


litical camp aigns. Theo do re Ro o sev elt 
said that the answer mu st be hav ing 
strict limitatio ns o n what is sp ent and 
then let go v ernment fo o t the bill. This 
wo u ld hav e to be co mbined with a filing 
fee fo r ru nning, and certain o ther limita­ 
tio ns, to p rev ent abu se. Co nstru ctio n o f 
su ch a sy stem is no t easy , bu t creating a 
metho d which imp ro v es p resent p ro ce­ 
du res sho u ld be a matter o f high p rio r- 
ity . 
Perhap s state go v ernment — which 
p io neered in Wisco nsin u nder LaFo l- 
lette and in Califo rnia u nder Jo hnso n 
— can do so me p io neering in this field 
and so w the way fo r the federal go v - 


emment. One o f the adv antages o f o u r 
federal sy stem is that it p ermits ex ­ 
p erimentatio n by o nly p art o f the na­ 
tio n. 
In a race fo r U. S. Senato r, Go v erno r 
o r Secretary o f State, a candidate mu st 
p lan o n sp ending a minimu m o f $700,000. 
Few recent camp aigns fo r these majo r 
o ffices hav e co me near being that lo w. 


Where do es mo ney fo r a 
majo r 
camp aign co me fro m?

In my race it is difficu lt to imagine 
that any o ne co ntribu ted becau se o f what 
I can do , fo r I hav e no co ntracts to sign 
and v irtu ally no p atro nage to disp ense. 


Bu t it is safe to say that financing o f 
mo st camp aigns co mes fro m p eo p le who 
hav e eco no mic mo tiv atio n. This has been 
tru e histo rically and remains tru e to day . 
It is no t a sinister o r secret matter. La­ 
bo r u nio ns help tho se who are friendly to 
labo r and bu siness help s tho se who are 
friendly to bu siness. Indu stries with 
heav y internatio nal trade help lo w tariff 
candidates and indu stries with little in­ 
ternatio nal trade help high tariff candi­ 
dates. Bu t to o o ften in this who le p ro cess 
the p u blic lo ses. 
I hav e generally 
enco u raged 
a 
strengthening o f the civ il serv ice sy s­ 
tem and I co ntinu e to fav o r it. Ho w­ 


ev er, the stro ngest argu ment in behalf 
o f retaining p atro nage is that it can 
p rev ent o n» cr financial interests fro m 
do minating the scene du ring a cam­ 
p aign. 
Go v ernment sho u ld be as o bligated 
to , and as resp o nsiv e to , the financially 
inarticu late as to the eco no mically p o w­ 
erfu l. Bu t this is no t the case and this is 
p art o f the reaso n fo r so me o f the eru p ­ 
tio ns which p lagu e o u r so ciety to day . 


If the o bligatio n o f the o ffice-ho lder 
were to all p eo p le, in fact as well as in 
theo ry , so me o f the p resent ineq u ities 
wo u ld disap p ear. This at least in p art 


ex p lains o u r heav y tax in Illino is o n se- 
» linr citizens who o wn a small ho me, o u r 
heav y Illino is tax o n the lo w inco me 
family , the federal tax allo wance o n o il 
dep letio n. Many mo re ex amp les co u ld be 
giv en. 
One o f the reaso ns I will be mo v ing 
ahead with my o mbu dsman idea is to try 
to make state go v ernment mo re resp o n­ 
siv e to needs rather than p ressu res, to 
the ho p es o f citizens who hav e no lo bby ­ 
ist in Sp ringfield. Bu t an o mbu dsman is 
o nly p art o f the answer. Go v ernment can 
beco me mo re resp o nsiv e to all the 
p eo p le if o u r sy stem o f camp aign financ­ 
ing is changed.

State Must Act 
In School Crisis 


No resident of northwest sub­ 
urbs is ignorant of the tremendous 
population growth and the con­ 
sequent demand for classrooms, 
teachers, and tax money. Keeping 
up with such growth has been a 
task for educators and a burden on 
taxpayers. 
Nowhere has the challenge of 
such growth been more pressing 
than in High School District 214, 
largest school district in Illinois 
outside of Chicago. 
In the area of education, per­ 
haps no region of the United 
States 
can 
duplicate 
District 
214’s exceptional support of pub­ 
lic schools. The record of recent 
years is an impressive tribute 
both to the character of these 
communities 
and 
to 
the 
ex­ 
cellence 
of 
their 
educational 
leadership. 
Although a greal deal of money 
has been spent on these schools 
and their programs, 
taxpayers 
have continued to get value re­ 
ceived for their substantial in­ 
vestment in education. The reputa­ 
tion earned by District 214 is an 
asset to the entire community and 
has more than repaid the cost 
through its contribution to both hu­ 
man and property values. 
Like most suburban school sys­ 
tems, however, District 214 faces 
continuing crises of school finance 
and maintenance of decent educa­ 
tional standards. Last week the 
school board heard grim reports 
which indicate even greater de­ 
mands lie ahead. 
Supported by the findings of a 
Citizens 
Advisory 
Committee, 
Supt. E. H. Gilbert asked the 
board to submit an April refer­ 
endum to voters for construction 
of the district’s 
seventh 
high 
school, slated for a site in Roll­ 
ing Meadows. He also said the 


educational and building mainte­ 
nance tax rates must be raised if 
the district is to remain solvent. 
The citizens group last week 
also advised the board it must be 
ready by 1973 to open an eighth 
high school on the district’s site in 
Buffalo Grove. 
Answering these needs obviously 
will involve more money — money 
which eventually will have to be 
found somewhere other than the 
pockets of local property 
tax­ 
payers. 
Broad popular support for edu­ 
cation is no longer enough. A fully 
informed electorate seldom turns 
down a valid school proposal; we 
have no doubt that District 214 vot­ 
ers, if called upon to do so, will 
sustain their excellent record of 
support for quality education. 
Still unresolved, however, are 
the basic dilemmas of limited 
sources of local revenue and the 
current inadequacy of state aid 
to schools. Relief in these areas 
is long overdue and can come 
only from Springfield. 
Gov. Ogilvie and the legislature 
must supply the leadership to cor­ 
rect these inadequacies. Initially, 
a broader and more effective for­ 
mula for determining state aid 
must be enacted as well as in­ 
creased funds made available. 
In addition, two m ajor restric­ 
tions must be eliminated from the 
state constitution; both can be re­ 
moved by the Constitutional Con­ 
vention recently approved by Illi­ 
nois voters. They are the out­ 
moded state tax structure which 
makes impossible a fair, balanced 
system of taxation, and the barrier 
to adequate school construction 
created by the bonding limit im­ 
posed on single districts. 
These m atters must command 
highest priority from state govern­ 
ment in 1969.

The Political Beat 
Nixon’s Challenge 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


WASHINGTON - One of the first 
challenges facing President-elect Rich­ 
ard Nixon — and he knows it — is to win 
the confidence of 20 million black Ameri­ 
cans who await his administration with 
misgivings. 


An overwhelming majority of the na­ 
tion’s Negro voters — more than 80 per 
cent in some areas — voted against Nix­ 
on. Many were not only disappointed but 
also frightened when he was elected. His 
campaign speeches about “law and or­ 
der,” his choice of Spiro T. Agnew for a 
running mate, and his relationship with 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., had con­ 
vinced them that strongarm repression 
might be the Nixon administration’s an­ 
swer to racial unrest. 


Nixon is aware of the black commu­ 
nity’s distrust and is determined to 
overcome it. He has told Negro leaders 
so, and his private talks with them 
since the election obviously have made 
an impression. 


“I believe he wants to be a good pres­ 


ident,” says Whitney M. Young Jr., ex­ 
ecutive director of the National Urban 
League. “I believe that he is going to 
recognize the need to give Negroes some 
reassurance of his intentions at an early 
date.” 


Young says Nixon can reassure Ne­ 
groes by the kind of men he appoints to 
key government posts and by the pro­ 
grams he proposes to Congress. 


On the other hand, he says, if Nixon 
“takes a course of indifference to our 
problems or of cutting back in imple­ 
mentation of civil rights laws that have 
already been enacted,” extremists who 
preach black separatism and violent rev­ 
olution will be able to expand their pre­ 
sently very limited following in the Ne­ 
gro community. 


Roy Wilkins, executive director of the 
National Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People (NAACP), is 
hopeful that Nixon will move quickly to 
implement the concept of “black capital­ 
ism” which he discussed during 
the 
campaign. 


Nixon indicated he would ask Con­ 
gress to provide federal tax incentives to 
encourage development of Negro-owned 
and operated businesses, housing proj­ 
ects and other enterprises in urban 
ghettos. 


If there is genuine progress on this 
front. Wilkins says, there is a good 
chance that ghetto rioting will subside. 
Even among the most militant blacks, 
he says, there is a growing feeling that 
“the time has come to concentrate on 
developing strength within the ghettos 
— better schools, better housing, more 
Negro business, more Negro political 
power.” 


The downturn in racial violence has, 
in fact, already begun. Urban rioting 
claimed 83 lives during the hot weather 
months of July and August in 1967. In 
the 
same months 
of 1968, the 
toll 
dropped to 20.

But I’ll ac­ 
cept the commendation of Glenn, that 
Roger, like Ken, is heading for a 
brilliant career in a field that is as yet 
undecided. 
The four brothers are far beyond the 
neat, clean-cut, All-American boys. They 
have the knack of compassion, and un­ 
derstanding, and living life to its fullest. 
If a day were 48 hours long, Glenn 
would probably be eagerly living all of 
it, sharing his time with his family and 
the people that suburbanites would like 
to sweep under the rug. He cares about 
those people, because they are people — 
slightly different, perhaps, but people 
nevertheless. 
Glenn could easily find a neat, well- 
paying, non-controversial job almost 
anywhere, and be successful. But be­ 
cause he loves people, he counts as his 
friends the poor, the juvenile crimi­ 
nals, drug addicts, draft dodgers, the 
confused, the afraid, the alone. 
He recently wrote a sterling defense 
of youth today, a brilliant summation 
that few in the field of social work could 
state so simply and clearly. 
A friend of all, he believes in “doing 
your own thing,” roughly translated as 
getting completely involved with some­ 
thing about which you care — be it a 
hobby or government — as a means of 
expressing 
oneself. 
The 
only 
quali­ 
fication to what could be easily mis­ 
interpreted is the point he makes of 
playing tve game of life fairly and hon­ 
estly. 
Glenn is a somewhat offbeat, and 
somewhat controversial, raising lots of 
eyebrows but gaining lots of respect. 
But, like some who have fallen to the 
assassin’s bullet, he works hard, plays 
hard, and truly lives life. 
He may never appear on the cover of 
a national magazine, but in his own 
small way he and his three brothers are 
doing much to improve the lot of human­ 
ity — and proving, too, that there are 
people in the world who are still a credit 
to the human race.

A Christmas Gift Remembered

One Depression Christmas my father 
traded his tool kit for a doll house. 


It looked like a house in a posh subur­ 
ban area such as Sherwood in Arlington 
Heights. 


The doll house was two-feet tall, with 
a stucco exterior, green gabled roof, 
green shutters, a hand-hewn front door 
with real hinges, electric lights in each 
room, molding along the ceiling and the 
floors, carpeting, and s staircase with a 
carved banister. 


It had been built by an unemployed 
real estate broker who needed a come-on 
to sell houses no one could afford. 


My father missed his valuable tools, 
but I rarely played with the dollhouse 
because I preferred reading books or 
playing war with the neighborhood boys. 
Besides, I could never get the curtains to 
hang straight and I thought the dolls had 
insipid looks on their faces. 


The dollhouse sat in the basement 


until my senior year in high school. 
That year I persuaded the various 
classes to decorate the dollhouse for 
presentation to a kindergarten in a Ne­ 
gro ghetto. 


A prize was offered for the best deco­ 
rated room, and I believe the upstairs 
hall won. The sophomores turned it into 
a miniature art gallery. 


Three days before Christmas, we took 
the dollhouse and several large bags of 
toys to the kindergarten. 


The children gaped at the dollhouse 
which was probably the most luxurious 
thing they had seen in their lives. 


The teachers didn’t permit the kids to 
touch the tiny presents under the three- 
inch Christmas tree, or the miniature sil­ 
ver on the dining room table, so they 
turned their attention to the other toys. 


In those days before Malcolm X 
and “black is beautiful,” some per­ 
ceptive person had included a black 
baby doll among the gifts. 


“Oh, she’s pretty!” the five year old 
girls chorused, extending their brown 
fingers to touch the brown doll, the doz­ 
en white dolls forgotten. 


The boys scrambled for the trucks 
and the blocks and the trains. 


One handsome black fellowT dived to 
the bottom of the pack and pulled out a 
gun. 


I had never seen a white child react 
to a gun as did this little black boy. He 
grasped the revolver butt, pulled back 
an imaginary safety catch, and faced 
the world joyfully. 


“He’s seen guns before,” my mother 
whispered. 


He stood alone in front of the doll­ 
house, cuddling the gun close to his 
face while the other children laughed 
and shouted over their new toys. 
“I’m scared,” said mother. 
I was imagining a tenement flat, with 
older brothers or a father and his friends 
sitting at the kitchen table, admiring 


real guns while the five-year-old watched 
in awe. 


Very carefully, 
he 
examined 
the 
dream doll house, decorated by enthus­ 
iastic white students from suburbln 
Des Plaines. 


Finally, he grunted and retired to a 
quiet spot near a window to practice 
shooting cars as they drove by on the 
boulevard. 


“He doesn’t like the house,” said 
mother. 


The dollhouse stood alone, beautiful 
and beyond their understanding, while 
30 children played with toys they could 
touch and one little black boy sat at 
the window with his toy gun. 


Occasionally he looked with scorn at 
the dollhouse. Once he pointed his gun at 
it. 


If he is still alive, he is about 25. I 
wonder which Christmas present he re­ 
members — the doll house, or the gun, 
or the frustration. 


Reform in Campaign Finance System Is Urgently Needed

One of the complex, unresolved prob­ 
lems faced by our society is that of fi­ 
nancing campaigns, and present proce­ 
dures warp the intent of our free system. 
For instead of permitting public officials 
to serve the general welfare, too often 
the realities obligate him to reluctantly 
serve powerful special interests instead. 


President Theodore Roosevelt, Sena­ 
tor Richard Neuberger of Oregon, and 
Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois all sug­ 
gested at one time or another that we 
must re-examine the way we finance po­ 


litical campaigns. Theodore Roosevelt 
said that the answer must be having 
strict limitations on what is spent and 
then let government foot the bill. This 
would have to be combined with a filing 
fee for running, and certain other limita­ 
tions, to prevent abuse. Construction of 
such a system is not easy, but creating a 
method which improves present proce­ 
dures should be a matter of high prior­ 
ity. 
Perhaps state government — which 
pioneered in Wisconsin under LaFol- 
lette and in California under Johnson 
— can do some pioneering in this field 
and sow the way for the federal gov­ 


ernment. One of the advantages of our 
federal system is that it permits ex­ 
perimentation by only part of the na­ 
tion. 
In a race for U. S. Senator, Governor 
or Secretary of State, a candidate must 
plan on spending a minimum of $700,000. 
Few recent campaigns for these major 
offices have come near being that low. 


Where does money for a 
major 
campaign come from? 
* 


In my race it is difficult to imagine 
that anyone contributed because of what 
I can do, for I have no contracts to sign 
and virtually no patronage to dispense. 


But it is safe to say that financing of 
most campaigns comes from people who 
have economic motivation. This has been 
true historically and remains true today. 
It is not a sinister or secret matter. La­ 
bor unions help those who are friendly to 
labor and business helps those who are 
friendly to 
business. 
Industries 
with 
heavy international trade help low tariff 
candidates and industries with little in­ 
ternational trade help high tariff candi­ 
dates. But too often in this whole process 
the public loses. 
I have generally 
encouraged 
a 
strengthening of the civil service sys­ 
tem and I continue to favor it. How­ 


ever, the strongest argument in behalf 
of retaining patronage is that it can 
prevent omer financial interests from 
dominating the scene during a cam­ 
paign. 


Government should be as obligated 
to, and as responsive to, the financially 
inarticulate as to the economically pow­ 
erful. But this is not the case and this is 
part of the reason for some of the erup­ 
tions which plague our society today. 


If the obligation of the office-holder 
were to all people, in fact as well as in 
theory, some of the present inequities 
would disappear. This at least in part 


explains our heavy tax in Illinois on se­ 
nior citizens who own a small home, our 
heavy Illinois tax on the low income 
family, the federal tax allowance on oil 
depletion. Many more examples could be 
given. 
One of the reasons I will be moving 
ahead with my ombudsman idea is to try 
to make state government more respon­ 
sive to needs rather than pressures, to 
the hopes of citizens who have no lobby­ 
ist in Springfield. But an ombudsman is 
only part of the answer. Government can 
become more responsive to all the 
people if our system of campaign financ­ 
ing is changed.

New Drivers Law Effective Jan. I 


Everyone who drives an au­ 
tomobile will be affected by Illi­ 
nois’ new Driver’s License Act 
which becomes law as of Jan. I. 
The most sweeping provision 
of the act is the one that re­ 
quires all drivers to submit to a 
re-examination once every nine 
years. 


For first-time license appli­ 
cants the law raised the min­ 
imum age from 16 to 18, al­ 
though 
there 
are 
exceptions. 
And for drivers 69 years of age 
or older, the new law — like the 
old one — requires examination 
every three years. 


The distinction between a mo­ 
tor vehicle “ operator’s license” 
and a “ chauffeur’s license” is 
eliminated. Instead, 
every 
li­ 
cense will be known simply as a 
“ driver’s license,” and each li­ 
cense will be classified accord- j 
ing to the type of vehicle and 
type of operation. All licenses I 
will come up for renewal every j

A D R IV ER ’S license issued 
after Jan. I, will not be good for 
the operation of a motorcycle 
unless the holder has success­ 
fully completed a special exam­ 
ination required for motorcycl­ 
ists and this fact is indicated on 
the license.

Opinions vary as to the pros­ 
pective damage. Who can say 
what a research project not un­ 
dertaken might have accom­ 
plished? 
Dr. Minoru Tsutsui, president 
of the New York Adademy of 
Sciences, said at a mid-year 
academy meeting: 
“ Many worthwhile and poten­ 
tially life-saving projects have 
been irretrievably destroyed be­ 
cause funds have been cut or 
withdrawn.” 


DR. LIN U S PAULIN G of the 
University of California at San 
Diego, a winner of Nobel Prizes 
in Chemistry and Peace, said 


science “ cannot be turned off 
one year and turned on the 
next.” He said “ it would be an 
act of national folly, of national 
insanity, to extinguish or dim 
this beacon of hope for suffering 
humanity.”

Tots Get in the Swim

Everyone has the wish — to 
jump in the water and swim 
like a fish! Fat little kids, skin­ 
ny runts, lots of ruffles and a 
polka dot bikini splashed all 
over the pool. A freckled-faced 
towhead flipped like he was 
growing a fin, while a fat tod­ 
dler but poked her toe in care­ 
fully. All wTere part of the 
YMCA tiny tot swim program. 
“The 
Northwest 
Suburban 
YMCA is the largest member­ 
ship ‘Y’ in the world, with 20,- 
000 members, and of the 41 
‘Y’s’ in metropolitan Chicago, 
the Des Plaines team is tops in 
swimming competition,” says 
“Y” booster Nicki Doehler, 
Northwest Suburban’s attrac­ 
tive aquatic director. “The em­ 
phasis here is on fun, enjoy­ 
ment and safety skills.” 


SHE WENT ON, “Let s face 
it, 
putting 
your 
nose 
and 
mouth in the water, where you 
cannot breathe, is unnatural 
for humans. We try to dispel 
fear of the unfamiliar. And it's 
easier for children to learn to 
swim because they have not 
had years to build up deeply 
i n g r a i n e d fears and mis­ 
conceptions about water.” 
The 
skill 
progression 
in­ 
cludes splashing, blowing bub­ 
bles (very elementary lead-up 
to breathing), flutter kicking, 


all the while playing games 
that take the 3 to 5-year-olds 
minds off the water. 
Mrs. 
Doehler’s 
staff 
teaches 
21 
classes totalling 500 tiny tots. 
THE 
NORTHWEST Subur­ 
ban program does without pa­ 
rental supervision. Mrs. Doeh­ 
ler agrees that parents tend to 
be overly anxious about their 
child’s 
progress 
or 
fearful 
w hen Johnny takes a dip. 
“Many 
times 
parents 
do 
their youngsters a disservice 
by expressing their own fear of 
w’ater in the presence of their 
children,” she commented. 
“We don't believe in diaper 
swim,” said Mrs. Doehler, a 
physical education graduate of 
the University of Illinois with a 
master’s degree in health and 
education. “It’s impossible for 
a child under three to follow 
teaching directions; 
besides, 
formal classes are too highly 
structured for babies.” 
“Sure, they’re difficult to 
t e a c h , especially the first 
couple of weeks. It’s like a 
nightmare. They come in cry­ 
ing, hanging on to their moth­ 
ers.” 
THIS IS JIM Klever, associ­ 
ate physical director of the El­ 
gin YMCA, talking. “The little 
ones really can’t learn to swim 
in eight half-hour lessons. But 
here we’re starting them off

ented.” 
Klever subscribes to a differ­ 
ent approach to tot swimming 
— the psychological approach. 
“The emotional and social 
benefits of the program are as 
important, if not more so, than 
the physical ones,” Klever as­ 
serted. 
Four classes of 71 children 
include babies six months to 
three years (nursery program) 
and 3 to 6-year-olds (pre-school 
program). 
“OUR SWIM AND GYM pro­ 
gram does not turn out the 
c l a s s i c a l l y well-behaved 
child,” Klever said. “On the 


contrary, 
it 
produces 
psy­ 
chologically healthy children 
who are physically active, exu­ 
berant. I’d rather have a kid 
that’s running ten feet out in 
front of me than a quiet, cling­ 
ing vine,” he added. 
“We try to expose them to as 
many physical experiences as 
possible, using the parent-child 
teaching technique. A half-hour 
in

rings, 
trampoline,

beams, 
scooters, ladders on the floor, 
climbing ropes, auto tires, do­ 
wel rods. A half hour in swim 
— using a belt teaching device.

Glace Cherry Bonbons are

A kingly roast that's tradi­ 
tional holiday fare in many 
families is the beef standing 
rib. It may be had in several 
different sizes to suit the num­ 
ber surrounding the 
festive 
table. 
Since a roast like this has 
bones, allow 3i to I pound for 
each serving. A two to three 
rib size will vary in weight 
from five or six pounds to 
eight to ten. depending upon 
the size cattle from which it 
comes. 
MODERN rib roast has the 
short compact look. Short ribs 
have been removed and are 
sold separately. This will also 
make it easier to carve. The 
roast is placed with its larger 
cut surface on the carving 
board or platter and a single 
cut is made from the outside 
toward the ribs for each slice. 
Slices are released from the 
rib bone side with the tip of 
the knife.

STANDING RIB ROAST 
2- to 3-rib beef standing 
rib roast 
Salt 
Pepper 
Have the market man re­ 
move the chine bone to make 
carving easier. Season. Place 
meat, fat side up, in open 
roasting pan. Insert roast meat 
t h e r m o m e t e r so the bulb 
reaches the center of the thick­ 
est part, being sure that the 
bulb does not rest in fat or on 
bone. 
Do not add water. Do not 
cover. Roast in a slow oven 
(325 degrees F.) to the desired 
degree of doneness. Allow 23 to 
25 minute per pound for cook­ 
ing a rare roast; 27 to 30 for 
medium; and 32 to 35 for well 
done.

TIPS ’N T il I DIGS 
by Linda Lee 
Unlike the bride of yesteryear, today’s newlywed can 
step into an almost entirely washable world if she plans it. 
Keeping that washable world or household clean can be 
fun, easy and inexpensive compared to keeping house sur­ 
rounded by non-washable dust-catchers. 
So, in buying, think washable, unless you have the 
means to keep a non-washable household sparkling clean. 
Everything from the curtains and the bedspread to the 
walls and furniture coverings can be washable. 
A FEW HINTS on the problem cleaning spots: Lamp­ 
shades that are coated fabric, plastic, paper parchment or 
actual parchment should be sponged clean with “dry” suds, 
rinsed with a damp sponge or cloth and wiped dry. 
Fabric shades which are glued should be given the dry 
suds treatment, fabric shades that are sewn may be im­ 
mersed in sudsy water. On these sewn fabric shades use a 
sponge or soft brush on spots and rinse in clear water. 
Shake off the excess water and dry near an air current. 
PLANTS, another cleaning problem, can be dusted 
with a cloth that’s been dipped in cool soapsuds. They 
should be rinsed with a cloth also. Precautions must be 
taken to keep the soap water out of the earth around the 
plant. 
In some cases a firmly packed plant may be tipped up­ 
side down in cool sudsy water and then dipped in clear 
water for rinsing. Plants should dry away from the sun­ 
shine.
